Hogs and Cattle 


BY WALTER J. LEEDS 

















Many cattle, much 
| grain, feeding profits? 


praca prices look good for most of this year. But, as you 
know, this doesn’t always mean the kind of feeding profits 
we like to see. There are lots of cattle in feedlots and a plentiful 
supply of feed grains. 


In situations like this there’s always a lot of talk about efficiency 
—producing fast gains at low cost in order to keep profit margins 
satisfactory. 


Well, I've just seen the report on a feeding operation 
which shows what efficiency can mean . . . and how a valu- 
able Nutrena cattle feeding service can help turn out high 
quality market beef at low feed cost per pound of gain.

Record farm budget 


sent to congress 


T= FARM BUDGET for the 
year starting July 1 has 
gone to congress. Totalling $6.5 
billion, it is the largest request 
for money ever made by USDA. 
Even so, the estimate for crop 
support purchases as required 
by law is probably low, and some 
other items are likely to be 
raised by congress. 

For the current year, $5 bil- 
lion was budgeted. But bumper 
crops, and the resulting higher 
crop purchase and storage costs, 
will push the actual USDA ex- 
penses up to around $7.3 bil- 
lion. 

The new budget assumes a 10 
percent drop in crop yields this 
year. But it’s the actual size 
of the crops, not the forecasts, 
that determine how much mon- 
ey is needed for support pro- 
grams. 

USDA asked for about $200 
million more for the conserva- 
tion reserve program. The acre- 
age reserve, which required 
about $609 million last year, has 
been discontinued by congress 
So some $400 million less will 
be spent on soil retirement pro- 
grams, if congress follows the 
program outlined by USDA 

Actually, farmers applied 
to put 7 or 8 million acres 
more in the conservation re- 
serve this year than the ap- 
propriated funds would pay 
for. 


But congress may boost these 
funds quickly so that all who 
have applied can be taken care 
of in the current crop year! 

The administration requested 
cutbacks next year in the ACI 
program, too. Under the pro 
posal, the program would 
tinue this year the same as 
1958. But USDA requests tha 
the current $225 million budget 
be cut to $100 million for the 
1960 crop year 

The budget also requests « 
in appropriations for REA loans 
in 1960. Both these last pro- 
posals will run into a lot of 
opposition in congress. 

The budget prepared by the 
administration serves only as a 
recommendation for congress 
Each item will be fought out in 
committees and on the floor of 
the house and senate. Congres- 
sional apprepriations that de- 
viate too far from the adminis- 
tration’s proposals however, 
risk a veto by the president 

The proposed USDA 
budget was the third high- 
est single item, after de- 
fense costs and interest on 
the national debt. But just 

a little over half of these 

expenditures go for the 

benefit of farmers. 


The rest goes primarily to 
help consumers and food proc 
essors. This is one fact usually

ON’T EXPECT any sweeping 

farm program out of the 
present session of congress. 
Some drastic new programs will 
‘be introduced, but no one ex- 
pects them to get very far this 
year. 

So most legislative efforts 
will work around the fringes of 
the real farm problem. Many of 
them will help the situation if 
put into action. But they cer- 
tainly won’t solve our major 
problems. 

The hottest idea now is an 
expanded 10-year Public Law 
480 program. John Davis of 
Harvard, Benson’s former as 
sistant, proposed such a pro 
gram to the state department 
last year 

The plan is to make long- 
time deals with friendly coun 
tries that need food and fiber 
Payment would be made thru 
long term loans—up to 40 years 
—with low interest rates 

Senator Symington (D-Mo) has 
introduced another bill that 
would require the use of farm 
surpluses as a replacement for 
at least one-fourth the foreign 
aid grants now being made

Nearly half 
of those polled, 47 percent, vaccinated 
their pigs against cholera with a modi- 
fied virus 

Another 21 percent said they used a 
live cholera virus on at least some of their 
hogs during the year. Slightly ever one 
percent used both types during 1958 

A bill has been introduced in the lowa 
legislature that would outlaw the use of 
live virus on farms. Some estimates of 
its use have been below the one-fifth of 
producers indicated by the poll. 

Hog raisers, including 84 percent of 
those interviewed, were asked this ques- 
tion:

Next, swine growers were asked what

Under “other,” spray for mange and 
the use of mange oil was mentioned fre- 
quently. Several listed the use of antibi- 
otics, vitamins, and arsenic and other 
drugs in their hog feed. 

Four said they used concrete floors for 
better sanitation. Quite a few mentioned 
the use of various iron compounds to 
prevent anemia in baby pigs. 

In a third question, folks were asked 
about the general precautions they took 
to keep disease out of their herd: 


Check any of the following pre- 
cautions that you use against hog 
disease. 

Practice 
Use disinfectants on 

houses and equipment 
Bring only blood tested 

boars and gilts on farm .... 
Keep visitors out of hog lots

This indicates that a little over three- 
fourths of Iowa hog producers are disin- 
fecting their equipment between farrow- 
ings. Apparently some are relying on 
sunshine and time to prevent the buildup 
of parasites and diseases 

Under “other,” several said they keep 
cars and trucks out of their hog lots. 
One mentioned the use of a balanced feed, 
and another said he was careful about 
bringing disease home on his shoes. 
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I'VE HAD NO disease troubles 
since 1940, says Koy Ernst, Hum- 
boldt county, lowa. He does his 
own vaccinating for hog cholera, 
and sometimes daughter Marlene,

Number of hogs produced affected the 
precautions used only in one case—the 
bringing of only blood tested animals on 
the farm About half those producing 
more than 200 hogs a year said they fol- 
lowed this practice. But only about one- 
fourth of those who market less than 100 
hogs a year asked seed stock producers 
for blood tests 


Here are some of the remarks made 
by swine growers when they were 
interviewed: 


“I didn’t raise any hogs this year, so I 
didn’t have any of those troubles. But I 
had plenty of them when I did have hogs 

and that’s the reason I don’t have any 
now.’’—Poweshiek county 

“I can’t keep visitors out of my hog 
lots. I sell breeding stock.’’—Kossuth 
county 

“I don’t do anything to keep people 
out, but would like for them to stay out.” 
—Calhoun county 

“I can’t ask neighbors to stay out of 
my hog lot!”—Plymouth county 

“My brother-in-law has rhinitis in his 
herd. I know it. He knows it. We stay 
out of each other’s yards.”—Crawford 
county. 

“I like and use the modified virus 
the other is dangerous.”—Lucas county. 

“Sooner or later, we get all the diseases 
in hogs. When you have to give a sow 
shots to bring up her appetite, then I’ve 
seen it all!’”"—Decatur county. 

“Have had so much trouble with rhinitis 
in past years that we can’t raise hogs 
any more. We buy feeder pigs.’”-—Craw- 
ford county. 

“Vets can check cholera quicker now 
So we don’t vaccinate, but watch them 
close.”"—Crawford county.

Bigger State Budget 


PE yetonagone Herschel C. Loveless re- 
J cently sent a record budget to the 
lowa legislature. It will run close to $170 
million per year. 

In 1957, the legislature voted to ap- 
propriate $151 million a year for state 
services. But the Governor’s vetoes cut 
the annual appropriation to $143 million. 
With the cut went a badly needed college 
and institutional building program. 

The 1955 legislature appropriated $136 
million, in round numbers. This was the 
year the sales tax was increased from 2 
to 24 percent 

The state will have about $44 million 
left in the coffers on July 1. This is some 
$5 million more than at the start of Love- 
less’ first fiscal year on July 1, 1957. It 
retlects higher tax collections from a 
growing economy 

Part of the bigger appropriations will 
come from anticipated bigger tax returns 
But some tax boosts will be required

A Real Solution For The Farm Program Mess 


RE WE READY to grapple with the 

hard core of the agriculture prob- 
lem? It’s easy to pinpoint—simply an 
almost unlimited capacity to produce 
food 

Food for which there is no real buyer, 
and no real market. Even giving it away 
poses huge problems 

Why, then, are our farm leaders so 
far apart on the solutions they offer? 

Practically all farm program meddlings 
since World War II were aimed at giving 
farm income a hypo for another year. A 
united push for a real solution has been 
postponed again and again. 

Meanwhile we’ve built up grain sur- 
pluses in government hands and under 
loan that will total close to $9 million by 
July 1. Storage and interest costs alone 
will come to about $1 billion a year, or 
about $200 for every farm family in the 
country. 


Can’t this $1 billion be put to some 
better use by agriculture—one that 
will actually help in solving the 
problem? 


To be enacted as written, and admin- 
istered without sabotage, a new farm pro- 
gram will have to meet one test. It must 
have reasonable acceptance by all major 
farm groups and organizations 

It seems to us that a couple of general 
programs meet this requirement. First 


is the expansion of markets, including 
special deals and bargain prices 


So we should overlook no opportunities 
of getting our plentiful foodstuffs to 


hungry people, both here and abroad. 


General Store Back? 


LD-TIMERS will remember the trips 

with horses and wagon to the nearest 
country store. These cluttered “super- 
markets” provided true one-stop shopping 
for most farm and home supplies. 

The old country store gave way to a 
bunch of specialty shops—the meat mar- 
ket, bakery, fruit and vegetable stands. 

Now, notes a USDA food economist, 
our food stores have just about completed 
a full cycle. 

The food items have been brought to- 
gether under one roof for some time. 
But now our “grocery” stores are taking 
on scads of non-food items. 

History is repeating itself, and we are 
winding up with general stores again. 
True, they’re chrome-plated, neon-lighted, 
and air conditioned general stores. But 
they serve the same basic purpose as the 
old country store. 

They provide a one-stop service for most 
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day-to-day needs of the home. Customers 
are coming longer distances to the big 
supermarkets, and they’re purchasing sup- 
plies for longer periods of time—just like 
in the old days. 

A recent study of supermarket pur- 
chases in the Indianapolis area found 
this. The purchases contained an aver- 
age of 20 percent non-food items. 

A store that opened recently in Wash- 
ington, D. C., stocks some 20,000 non- 
food items. In stores like these, the house- 
wife’s grocery dollar buys a lot of things 
besides food. 

Herein lies a threat for farm-city rela- 
tions. Consumers complain chronically 
about the price of food. 

How many nylon stockings, bottles of 
aspirin, light bulbs, and cartons of cigar- 
ettes are charged to the food budget? 
Will farmers be blamed for the high price 
of hardware and drugs? 
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Actually, we’re doing pretty well in this 
area right now. 

Second, we might as well face the fact 
that some resources must be pulled out 
of agriculture. Resources are land, labor, 
and capital. They’re the three legs on 
the food production “stool.”’ 

Land, since it is an important natural 
resource, seems to be the most logical 
“leg” for government to adjust. The pub- 
lic has two basic interests in land—ample 
food for now, and adequate conservation 
of production resources for the future 


Fortunately, this is an area in 
which government action appears to 
be acceptable to practically all farm 
leaders. 


Fortunately again, several methods of 
land retirement are possible that do not 
trample on the rights of individual farm- 
ers. The current conservation reserve 
program is entirely optional. Those in 
position to be benefited by it can sign 
up. Others can ignore it. 

Other land retirement schemes to sup- 
plement the conservation reserve are 
proposed. Details are being worked out 

Put together, the land retirement plans 
can eventually bring about a balance be- 
tween farm production and markets. And 
they promise to do it for less money than 
present grain purchase and storage pro- 
grams 

The $1 billion soon to be spent annually 
for storage charges will retire 50 million 
acres of land at $20 an acre. And the 
money would go to benefit farmers rather 


than grain warehousemen and processors 
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CENTRAL IOWA SITES offered for 
the Agricultural Hall of Fame were all 
eliminated by the site selection commit- 
tee. Still in the running are the sites at 
Springfield, Ill., and Kansas City, Kan 
Final decision will be later this month. 
I’m sorry we couldn’t convince the com- 
mittee that the museum really belongs 
in Iowa. 


THE TRADING STAMPS frequently 
given with grocery purchases are worth 
more than the increase in food prices they 
bring. This is the conclusion of an ex- 
tensive USDA study of trading stamps. 
Stores that gave stamps boosted their 
prices an average of .6 percent more than 
the other stores. But the stamps they 
gave out were worth a little more than 2 
cents for each dollar of sales. 


IF YOU SAVE all your stamps, and 
manage to turn them in for items you 
can use, you may save about 1 percent 
of your grocery bill. But what if you 
don’t take the stamps offered you, or you 
lose them, or you don’t have time to 
stick them in books? And how much are 
you getting per hour for the time spent 
handling the stamps? 


SMALL FARMERS are going to get 
increased subsidies in Great Britain this 
year. Operators of one and two-man 
farms ranging in size from 20 to 100 
acres, will get government payments for 
putting an approved farm operation plan 
to work. Any one farmer will be limited 
to $2,800 in payments for a 3 to 5-year

Where to use fertilizer 


HICH CROPS should get the fer- 
tilizer? 

For an answer, let’s look at a 160-acre 
farm (map at upper right) with some typi- 
cal problems. The usual rotation is corn- 
corn-oats-meadow. But row crop acreage 
is expanded this year to maintain net 
income. 


The 40 acres in field A will be in 
second-year corn, where fertilizer 
usually makes the highest payoff. 


Starter fertilizer applied in the hill or 
row may rate first consideration. Yield 
response averages about 8 or 9 bushels 
per acre for $4 to $5 of fertilizer—about 
$2 return for each $1 invested 

Nitrogen pays big, too. The first 40 
pounds of actual nitrogen per acre can 
be expected to at least double the money 
invested. That’s assuming phosphate and 
potash needs do not limit yields. 

With top management—pest control 
and high plant population—up to 100 
pounds per acre of nitrogen is a good bet. 

Rate of return on the investment tends 
to decrease with higher applications 
Spread the fertilizer over more acres 
rather than going to higher rates if there 
isn't enough to go around 

Many soils in the state need extra 
phosphate above that applied in the 
starter. And some can use additional 
potash. Unless these needs are taken 
care of, there’s little point in pushing the 
nitrogen rate toward the top level. Where 
these elements are needed, the two-for- 
one return is also likely 

Now for field B in first-year corn fol- 
lowing meadow. Starter fertilizer should 
pay off here just as well as on the second- 
year corn 

Nitrogen rates can be lowered because 
of nitrogen left by the legume sod. But 
with top management, 40 to 80 pounds 
is still a good bet. The lower part of the 
range can be expected to produce a re- 
turn close to $2 for each $1 invested 

Now what about field C? To get more 
high profit row crops, this 40 acres was 
split. Half went to soybeans instead of 
the usual oats and seeding. 


Fertilize the beans? Probably not, 
especially if the preceding corn crop 
was well fertilized. Soybean response 
to fertilizer has been unpredictable 
unless the soil is short on phosphate 
or potash. 


Nitrogen is likely to be needed for the 
half in oats unless the corn crop got a 
heavy dose. Normally about a fourth of 
the nitrogen carries over. The bumper 
1958 corn crop may have left less than 
this amount, however 

Assume that only a starter fertilizer 
was used last year. In this case, 20 to 40 
pounds of actual nitrogen on the oats. may 
pay. The heavier rate fits eroded or sandy 
soils. 

Proper amounts, tho, often give a bushel 
increase in yield for each two pounds of 


nitrogen. This, also, is close to a two- 
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for-one return. In addition, nitrogen may 
help the new seeding. 

Oats respond to phosphate and potash 
fertilizer in some areas. But if enough 
of these are added for the new seeding, 
the oats will be taken care of. 


At least two-thirds of the state 
needs phosphate for top production 
of alfalfa and clover. 


Since meadow acreage has been cut, 
the operator may need top production to 
have enough forage next year. If phos- 
phate or potash are needed, an applica- 
tion may give another two-for-one return. 

Should any fertilizer go on the meadow 
in field D? If the field received the phos- 
phate and potash it needed at seeding 
time, the answer is probably no. 

But if a shortage of either plant food 
is limiting yields an early spring topdress- 
ing may pay. Profit is usually less than 
from fertilizer applied to corn. 

Field E, the permanent bluegrass, may 
offer an opportunity for profitable ferti- 
lizer use, too. We can assume the farm’s 
1958 hay production was good. But with 
only 20 acres in meadow for ’59 and ’60., 
carryover hay might be valuable. 

Nitrogen applied to part of the blue- 
grass can help save hay. Grazing of ferti- 


FERTILIZER, when it’s applied proper- 
ly, can give returns of $2 for each $1 
invested. Second-year corn ground prob- 
ably should receive first priority if 
your fertilizer supply is limited. 
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lized bluegrass often starts a week or two 
earlier and carrying capacity is greater. 
Thirty to 60 pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre is the usual rate. It should be 
applied as early as possible in the spring. 

Suppose there’s not enough money, 
and credit, to buy fertilizer all around 
Where does it go first? 

Second-year corn gets priority, proba} _y 
with starter and at least 40 pounds of 
nitrogen. Next comes starter, and some 
nitrogen, for the first-year corn. 

Oats and new seeding rate high on the 
list. 

If there’s still fertilizer left over, it’s 
back to the corn for a heavier application, 
coupled with extra attention to stands and 
pest control. 

All this can be done with reasonable 
hopes of getting $2 back for each $1 spent 
Most farms offer no better investment 
opportunity

Baby pigs need 
plenty of heat 


KK SEPING BABY pigs warm is 
important when you farrow 
during the winter months. 

Chilling still ranks as the num- 
ber one “killer” of newborn 
pigs. Even at 60 degrees, young 
pigs will chill quickly and crowd 
for warmth. 

During the first few days after 
farrowing, recommended tem- 
peratures in the creep area are 
70 to 75 degrees. Dry bedding 
and draft-free quarters are 
equally vital. 

There are several ways to pro- 
vide heat in your farrowing 
house. Probably the most com- 
mon method is with heat lamps. 

Wesley Yuska, hog producer 
in Black Hawk county, Iowa, has 
equipped his central farrowing 
house with heat lamps. 

“They're handy to set up and 
easy to adjust or move,” he says 
“Also the heat is down on the 
pigs where it belongs. The light 
seems to attract them away from 
the sow.” 

What cost to operate a 250- 
watt heat lamp? About 12 cents 


determines the extra cost. 

“Our light bill jumps $40 a 
month,” says Yuska, “but it 
saves pigs so it’s a good invest- 
ment.” 

Here are some general rules 
of caution that should be con- 
sidered: 

1. Put no more than seven 
250-watt lamps on a No. 12 wire 
circuit. 

2. Suspend the lamp by a 
chain—not by the electric cord. 

3. Keep the lamp at least 18 
inches above the floor. 

Heat lamps are a good choice 
for the farmer who wants to 
hold down his investment in 
heating equipment. 

Space heaters do the job for 
Bob Hadenfeldt, Buena Vista 
county, Iowa. He uses two heat- 
ing units in his 28 by 60-foot 
farrowing house. 

“A pig that’s warm and com- 
fortable is active and starts eat- 
ing sooner,” says Hadenfeldt. “I 
have lots less trouble with scours 
too by maintaining a_ steady 
temperature.”

To the Editor: In a recent 
Waliaces Farmer, I noticed some 
comment about killing the mar- 
ket hog champions at the state 
fair. I don’t think the article 
was too critical about killing the 
winners, but I would like to 
point out that 1 happened to be 
responsible for suggesting that 
the first and second place pig 
of each class be killed at the 
National Barrow Show. I can 
assure you that the judges have 
done a much better job since 
that time. 

Bernard Ebbing of the Rath 
Packing Plant and myself were 
responsible for the inauguration 
of the killing of the champions 
at the Iowa State Fair. Again I 
think it has helped to bring 
forth some better judging. It 
is certainly not a disgrace to 
make a mistake judging, but I 
do think it is a disgrace to find 
iit out and continue to make the 
same mistake. 


In the junior show, 4-H 
and FFA members are per- 
mitted to bring in either 
gilts or barrows. (This isn’t 
true in open class.) 

Now, when a boy brings in a 
gilt and shows it as a market 
hog, he is sticking his neck out 
if he should win. I think some 
information on market gilts is 
very fine because there are a 
lot of them slaughtered, almost 
equal to that of barrows and, 
of course, some of them are 
slaughtered as sows. So from 
an overall standpoint, it is fine 
to have this information. 

For several years at the Iowa 
State Fair, some very good gilts 
won and were taken home and 
put back in a purebred herd 
We ran into some ci.ticism on 
this. It is no secret that it is 
easier to get a gilt that looks 
a little trimmer, and a good gilt 
always looks very good in a 
market show. The state fair 
has a class for purebred gilts. 
If exhibitors want to take their 
animals home, that is the place 
to show them. 








Some of my geneticist friends 
use the argument you do in the 
slaughtering of hogs out of test- | 
ing stations. But you cannot | 
have your cake and eat it too. | 
I think it is necessary to kill | 
some pigs out of a litter to get | 
carcass information. I do not | 
think probing alone will give | 
you the information needed in | 
regard to meatiness. I am in- 
terested in rate of gain and feed | 
conversion figures, but I am | 
also interested in the funda- 
mental thing that is going to 
save the swine industry—and 
that is red meat. In selecting 
breeding stock I think it is 
necessary that we have some 
of this information. 


C. J. Cooper & Sons, York 
breeders at Hartley, Iowa, had 
a sow last spring that raised 12 
pigs. Two of the poorer pigs 
were used to certify the litter 
of pigs and the other 10 pigs 
sold for $3,665. Some would 
say that was quite a sacrifice 
slaughtering two of the pigs. 
But in my book, the other 10 
would not have brought the 
figure that they did if it had not 
been for some of the informa- 
tion. 

One of the things that is go- 
ing to help the swine industry 
get a more uniform product 
will be getting down to crossing 
pure breeds of hogs, and cross- 
ing them the same. 

I do think it is high time 
we take a lesson from the 
broiler industry in how they 
achieved the production of 
a more uniform product. 


Everybody trying to help the 
swine industry has overlooked 
this fundamental fact that 
helped the broiler industry 
achieve its success. Practically | 
all of broiler hatching eggs are | 
from several different strains 
of white hens, and a few certain 
strains of white Cornish roost- 
ers. And they do not change the 
breeding on them from year to 
year.—Wilbur L. Plager, Sec. |

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High milk preduction and low feed costs are two big factors 
needed to maintain top profits. H. K. Lorimor, Ring- 
gold county, lowa, feeds protein concentrates to maintain a high 


level of production. 


Low feed costs 
boost milk profits 


YOOD USE of records, higher 
producing cows, and care- 
ful culling are valuable in help- 
ing to increase income from a 
dairy herd. But one of the most 
important ways to boost profit 
is to minimize feed costs. 
Feed costs run about 50 per- 
cent of total costs for the aver- 
age dairy operation. So taking 
steps to cut feed expense is 
pretty important. 
How do you select an economi- 
cal ration? Bob Fincham, Iowa 
State College extension dair 
man, says the main points to 
consider are: 
e Total digestible nutrients 
(TDN) 

e Digestible protein 

e Cost of the feed in rela- 
tion to your milk in- 
come. 

Select feeds that furnish 
most total digestible nutrients 
(TDN) at the least cost and < 
quate amounts of dige 
protein. 

“Feed your cows all the good 
roughage they'll eat. This is the 
backbone of any sound dairy 
feeding program,” says Fincham. 
“Good legume roughage will run 
pretty high in protein and TDN.” 

On a cost basis, roughage has 
a definite advantage over grain. 

Corn is about 85 percent di- 
gestible nutrients. Figuring corn 
at $1 a bushel, the cost per 
pound of TDN is a little over 2 
cents. Good quality alfalfa of- 
fers 58 percent digestible nu- 
trients. At $22 a ton, the cost 
per pound of TDN is only about 
1% cents. 

How much roughage will a 
cow eat? Kenneth Kerr, dairy- 
man from Allamakee county, 
Iowa, puts a lot of it thru his 
45-cow Holstein herd. 

His D.H.I.A. records show an- 
nual roughage consumption per 
cow totals over 5,500 pounds of 
hay and 4,600 pounds of silage. 
Over 5 tons per cow, and his

herd average last year was 500 
pounds of butterfat. 

Good quality roughage 
makes cheap feed for Kerr. 
The extra nutrients sup- 
plied by roughage reduce 
the need for more expensive 
protein concentrates. 


But roughages alone won't 
keep up top milk production 
Concentrates are needed for ad- 
ditional milk. 

Dr. N. L. Jacobson, Iowa State 
College dairy nutritionist, ex 
plains that the factor which most 
often limits milk production is 
an inadequate supply of energy 

This is where the feed grains 
and supplements fill in. These 
high energy feeds bal 
the nutrient 
high-producing cov 

Jim Tompkins, young dairy- 
man in lowa county, Iowa, feeds 
his 55 cows a 16 percent grain 
mixture. 

“You can’t get by with just 
hay for high producing cows 
says Tompkins 

Amount of grain fed should 
be based on a cow’s milk and 
butterfat production. A cow 
producing 40 pounds of milk 
testing 4 percent butterfat 
should receive about 13 pounds 
of grain each day. Requirement 
is normally lowered as butterfat 
and production goes down. 


Concentrates are general- 
ly the most expensive feeds 
you have to buy.

Also a person must have 
worked under social security for 
at least 5 years during the 10- 
year period ending with the 
calendar quarter in which he 
became disabled 

The disability must be proved 
by medical evidence, and must 
have lasted 6 months before he 
is eligible for benefits. A farm 
er without previous earnings in 
other work could not be eligible 
under the 5-year work require- 
ment before October, 1959

curious exploits 

They especially like to put 
every conceivable type of object 
into their mouths—and one of 
their favorites is any bottle or 
jar that has a stopper or cap 
which can be removed 

So, all corrosive, irritating, 
and poisonous substances must 
be kept well away from the 
small child’s curious mind and 
reaching hands 

Every home ordinarily has 
aspirin on hand. It is a strong 
poison in large doses and should 
never be kept within the reach 
of children. Many other drugs 
are also poisonous if excess 
doses are taken, so the family 
medicine chest is a danger point 
in any home 

Some other common poisons 
which children are likely to en- 
counter include lye, household 
insecticides, commercial or field 
poisons, strong acids, kerosene 
and ammonia 

If a child is poisoned, or 
is suspected of having taken 
poison, immediate home 

care is essential to save a 

life. First-aid for poisoning 

centers on bringing the 
poison back up. 

Produce vomiting as quickly 
as possible. Use mustard water, 
almost any strength, but at least 
one or two tablespoonfuls to 
a quart of warm water; salt 
water, half a cup to the quart, 
and warm water; or raw eggs, 
plain or mixed, with water 

After having the child drink 
one of these mixtures, careful- 
ly insert your finger in his 
throat to force him to gag and 
bring up the poison. Keep the 
child warm and call your doctor 

The one exception to all this 
is lye. A child who has swal 
lowed lye should not be forced 
to vomit. Call your doctor im 
mediately 


Don't forget water. if nothing 


else is immediately available 
Force the child to drink large 
quantities of water It is one of 
the best and safest cleansing 
agents known to man, both in 
side and outside the body 
When you get vour doctor on 
the phone, he will want to know 
what poison wi taken, how 
much of it, and when. Give your

oo JALITY of replacement 
stock plays a big role in de- 
termining income for dairymen. 
But the cost of raising these 
herd replacements may be a 
little higher than you would 
normally guess. 

Does it pay a dairy farmer to 
raise his own replacement heif- 
ers? In the past, dairymen have 
agreed generally that it’s the 
best way to keep a herd built 
up. 

However, the Ohio Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station re- 
ports that more and more dairy 
groups are wondering if there 
isn’t a more practical way to get 
replacements. 

Records kept by the Ohio re- 
searchers show the approximate 
feed costs necessary to raise a 
single calf:

These costs are figured on a 
100-pound basis of $4 for milk,

Agricultural economists point 
out that the real cost of raising 
replacements isn’t the direct 
cost of feed and labor over a 
two-year period. 

Instead, it’s a question of 
whether or not the money tied 
up in the dairy heifers for twe 
years could be used in some 
other way to give you higher 
returns. 

There is some risk when you 
don’t grow your own herd re- 
placements, tho. 

Purchased stock increases the 
risk of introducing disease. And 
there may be some risk of sac- 
rificing quality or producing 
ability—particularly where you 
know little about the production 
records of parent stock. 

Bob Fincham, Iowa State Col- 
lege extension dairyman, says, 
“If you’re buying heifers, know 
the herd they’re coming from 
Be sure it is a disease-free herd 
with qualified production rec- 
cords.” 

Another Ringgold county 
dairyman, H. K. Lorimor, says, 
‘Good heifers are hard to find 

you won’t buy them at the 
sale barn. By raising our own 
replacements, we know what 
we've got.” 

One agricultural college made 
a study recently of 763 dairy 
farms having a total of 11,689 
COWS. 

In the herd studies, home- 
raised replacements stayed in 
the milking herd an average of 
50 percent longer than did out- 
side heifers. A cow’s ability to 
return a profit is influenced a 
great deal by the length of her 
productive life. 

If you're raising your own 
replacements, work to keep 
your feed costs down, Start 
them early on a high roughage 
ration and switch them to a good 
quality hay when they’re about 
6 months old.

Calves do well on 
all-in-one silage 


ALVES fattened _ satisfac- 

torily in “all-in-one” silage 
rations in tests at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station this year 

Fresh-cut alfalfa and shelled 
corn were combined at ensiling 
time to make these rations. The 
mixture provided a full feed of 
corn and enough protein to 
meet the needs of fattening 
calves. About 40 percent dry 
corn was added to 60 percent 
green alfalfa 

Neither oat nor corn silages 
were as good as alfalfa in these 
experiments unless both were 
supplemented with protein and 
unless the oat silage ration con- 
tained additional phosphorus. 

Calves apparently adjust 
quickly to “all-in-one” silages.

Paperbacks, libraries can give farm 
people book-reading pleasure in 1959 


| OW MANY books did you 
read in 1958? More im- 

portant, how many books did 

each of your children read? 

When the Wallaces Farmer 
Poll last checked up, 38 percent 
of Iowa farm men and 55 per- 
cent of Iowa farm women said 
they had read a book in the last 
year. National averages are 
about the same. 

Farm people do a lot of 
reading, but mostly in mag- 
azines, farm papers and 
newspapers. That’s lucky 
for Wallaces Farmer, of 
course, but all of us need 
to spend time reading books 
as well as farm papers and 
magazines. 

An excellent present for any 
farm youngster is a library 
card. If your town library per- 
mits borrowing by farm people 
outside the tax area, by all 
means sign up. Some towns 
make no charge. Others do. 
Whatever the charge, a card to 
a good library is worth the 
money. 

How good is your school li- 
brary? A leading educator said 
to me the other day, “Of course, 
the library is the heart of a good 
school.” Unless your children 
have access to plenty of books 
tied in with their school studies, 
they are probably being short- 
changed. 

But the school library and 
the town library are not 
enough. More books are 
needed in most farm homes. 
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Your children should grow 
up in the habit of using a 
dictionary and an encyclo- 
pedia. And they should 
know also that books are 
not merely useful, they are 
good fun and worth hours 
of attention. 


Books are expensive, but not 
as costly as they used to be. 
Paperbacks have cut prices 
Your local stores have on their 
racks some very poor paper- 
backs and also some very good 
ones. Don’t be frightened by the 
covers. The covers often have 
very little to do with what’s 
inside. 

If you can’t buy many good 
paperbacks locally, use the 
mails.

Farm woman loves to sew 
for her family and friends 


¥ HAD been a long time since Mrs. 
Howard Pearson, Hamilton county, 
lowa, had bought a dress for herself. The 
price of the pretty silk crepe had sur- 
prised her. And it did make her realize 
how much saving there is in home sewing. 


Sewing is really a hobby for slim, 
well-dressed Jean Pearson. She 
loves to work with colorful fabrics. 
It’s when she adds up the prices of 
ready-made clothing that she finds 
her hobby to be a paying one. 


Jean not only makes ail of her own 
clothing, but also sews sport shirts for 
her husband and three sons. Any left- 
over time is spent in sewing for her 
friends and neighbors 

As one of four daughters, Jean started 
sewing at an early age. At first it was 
making over and cutting down old cloth- 
ing. Her mother was a good seamstress, 
and thru her efforts, Jean and her sisters 
learned to like sewing 

Jean says that she took to sewing with 
a lot more enthusiasm than skill. As a 
4-H club girl, she almost always had more 
entries in the clothing contests than the 
other girls but she also had more white 
ribbons—-never a blue one. 

In high school, Jean learned to pay 
more attention to patterns and to follow 
directions. Still, she feels the biggest im- 
provement in her sewing came about 
while she was a 4-H club leader. 

While teaching the girls good sewing 
techniques and helping them over their 
mistakes, she began to get results in her 
own sewing that were satisfying.

SHOULD CHILDREN be en- 
couraged to take music lessons?

These include calls to the 
veterinarian and inseminator and 
for such things as arranging for 
corn grinding and exchanging 
work with neighbors.

c= TIME on Iowa farms 

‘calls for advance prepara- 
tions. Chicks that get a good 
start have a better chance of 
growing into profitable egg pro- 
ducers. 

You improve profit prospects 
by starting with birds of a vig- 
orous, high-laying strain. Fol- 
low up with good management 

Preparations for chicks 
should start with cleaning 
the brooder house. Scrape 
and sweep it out. Then 
scrub and disinfect side- 
walls and floor. 


Hot lye water will do this job 
Use one can of lye to 15 gallons 
of hot water. Be careful when 
you handle this solution. 

Feeders and waterers should 
be scrubbed and disinfected, too. 

When the house is cleaned, 
place about 3 inches of litter on 
the floor. Crushed cobs are very 
suitable. 

Set up brooding equipment a 
couple of days ahead of chick 
arrival. 


The temperature should 
be 95 degrees at the center 
point under the hover for 
day-old chicks. This should 
be dropped 5 degrees a 
week until it’s down to 65 
or 70 degrees. 


When you’re ready for chicks 
to arrive, place papers over lit- 
ter under the hover. This will 
prevent chicks from filling up 
on fine pieces of litter. 


Place a cardboard fence 18 
inches high around the outside 
of the hover. Put it about one

foot away from the hover for 
the first 2 days. Then move it 
out to 2 or 3 feet for 5 days. 

After chicks are a week old, 
you can take the fence out. 

Supply plenty of feeders and 
waterers for the chicks. Allow 
one inch of feeder space per 
chick at the start. Each chick 
also should have one-fourth inch 
of watering space 

Start feeding chicks as soon 
as you get them. Put a little 
feed on papers to begin with 


Use a good starting mash. 
Chicks need plenty of pro- 
tein while they're growing 
fast. 

Keep a fresh supply of water 
before the birds. Quart-jar 
waterers work very well. They 
should be cleaned regularly. 

“I clean and refill the water 
fountains twice a day,” says 
Mrs. Laurence Paulsen, Cerro 
Gordo county, Iowa. 

One of the big problem-caus- 
ers in chick production is crowd- 
ing. Each chick needs one 
square foot of floor space to 
carry it up to 8 weeks. 

Mrs. Alfred Clausen, Floyd 
county, Iowa, has limited brood- 
ing space to raise replacements 
for her laying flock of about 
300 birds. 


She solves this problem 
by starting 100 chicks at a 
time—three times a year. 


Different sized flocks require 
various kinds and amounts of 
equipment and housing. But 
basic management requirements 
to get chicks off to a good start 
are similar for all producers.

| lowa Swine Producers ask for 


Marketing aids, tighter 
swine disease laws

“VV ERE STILL losing per 

capita consumption of 
pork,” said Marion Steddom at 
the annual meeting of lowa 
Swine Producers Association. 
Steddom is president of the 
group. 

“Our number one job is qual- 
ity improvement. We're moving 
slow, but we’re making prog- 
ress. One problem is the lack 
of uniform premiums for good 
hogs,” he believes. 

Steddom is afraid that swine 
producers are not doing enough 
to promote their products. He 
cited how a small number of 
turkey growers recently con- 
tributed $15,000 to their nation- 
al association for promotion. 

The swine growers are work- 
ing for new state legislation to 
provide a checkoff for red meat 
promotion. They also gave their 
support to a recently introduced 
bill that would set up a state 
marketing division. 

Merrill Evans, marketing re- 
searcher for lowa Farm Bureau, 
reported on their proposed buy- 
ing station in eastern Iowa. 
County meetings currently are 
being held to explain their mar- 
keting program to the pro- 
ducers. 

An annual volume of 35,- 

000 to 40,000 hogs is needed 

to support a buying station, 

Evans said. 


Producers sign up to market 
all their hogs thru the station 
for a 3-year period. They will 
be assessed a penalty of $1.25 
per hog for any hogs marketed 
elsewhere. 

The station will buy only hogs 
from members. Each member 
invests $1 for each hog he ex- 
pects to market in a year’s time 
to finance the station 

The first buying station will 
be located in eastern Iowa. The 


exact location will depend on 
where the majority of the mem- 
bers live. 

Hogs will be marketed thru 
the Illinois Livestock Marketing 
Association, Decatur, lll. They 
currently sell to some 60 pack- 
ers scattered thruout the United 
States. 

The lowa Swine Growers As- 
sociation passed resolutions as 
follows: 

1. In favor of outlawing live 
hog cholera virus. 

2. Favored legislation 
which would require chol- 
era immunization of all hogs 
moved from farm to farm 
for breeding purposes. 

3. Favored proposed legisla- 
tion which requires all swine 
sold for breeding purposes to 
either have a clean brucellosis 
blood test, or come from an ac- 
credited brucellosis-free herd. 

4. Favored the establishment 
of a state marketing division to 
promote the use and sale of 
lowa farm products. 

5. Supported legislation which 
will provide for an Iowa Live- 
stock Council to promote the 
use of red meats thru a pro- 
gram financed by a market de- 
duction. 

6. Favored continued support 
of National Swine Growers 
Council. 

7. Recommended that farm- 
ers restrict increases in hog pro- 
duction, and market their hogs 
at lighter weights this year. 

8. Disapproved any price sup- 
port program for hogs. Without 
strict production controls, hog 
numbers would continue fo in- 
crease and quality would deteri- 
orate. 

9. Favored the establishment 
of a listing and procurement 
service for meat type gilts, on 
a self-supporting basis

Iowa farms will lack a solid opportunity to start farm- 
ing. Iowa’s 4-H clubs are in a good spot to help these 
youngsters explore career opportunities in time to 


prepare themselves for the years ahead. 


4-H can help 


farm boys 


by Al Bull 
F FOLKS looking into the future of 
farming are right, about seven out of 
each ten boys now growing up on farms 
will have to look off the farm for careers. 
That’s if they want an opportunity equal 
to the national average 
Bigger machinery and improved equip- 
ment whittle down the manhours needed 
to produce a bushel of corn or a fat steer. 
The result is consolidation of existing 
farms—and fewer farming opportunities. 
Of course, farming can continue to 
provide a challenging and rewarding op- 
portunity for those boys—about 30 per- 
cent—who can gain control of sufficient 
capital and who have top management 
ability. These boys will need lots of help 
from home, schools, and youth groups 
like 4-H to prepare properly for this op- 
portunity. 


But what about the other 70 per- 
cent? 


Some of these boys do not want to farm. 
Some want to farm but lack a genuine 
opportunity. Either way, their big prob- 
lem is deciding on a career. 

Parents, of course, are a major factor 
in helping young folks choose a career. 
But often parents have been so tied up in 
farming that they have had little chance 
to learn about the opportunities else- 
where. Because of this, their help is often 
inadequate. And they are the first to 
admit it. 

Schools, and high schools in particular, 
probably bear the biggest responsibility 
for career guidance. In most cases, farm 
boys find far too little help there, too. 

Guidance in most small schools has 
been confined to some informal help, at 
best. This is partly because small schools 
could not afford this added service for 
the district’s youth. And partly because 
there had been little insight into the need.

Now some move is being made to im- 
prove guidance in most schools. But for 
many farm boys, the move is both late 
and slow! Some of them must make de- 
cisions now. 


The responsibility for helping 
guide youngsters does not end with 
parents and schools. Rural youth 
groups—particularly 4-H which is 
dedicated in part to better living— 
should face this challenge, too. 


The present 4-H program has many 
good points. Good 4-H training is helpful 
to some extent in any career. 

But the useful parts of 4-H are still 
directed almost entirely toward boys who 
plan to stay on the farm. Should this be 
the case? Most folks will have to answer 
with a clearcut “No.” 

Fortunately, 4-H—and other rural 
youth groups—can make an immediate 
and significant contribution. This start 
need be neither expensive nor difficult. 
But it does fall largely on the leaders of 
county and local groups—and on others 
who are willing to help them do the job. 

Now, just what can 4-H clubs do? 

Check local facilities for professional 
guidance help. Young folks may not 
know of these or how to use them. 

Some high schools have a guidance de- 
partment. Five counties have a guidance 
coordinator who works with schools in 
the county. Most local offices of the State 
Employment Security Commission have 
guidance specialists. 


Hold group discussions, particularly 
with older 4-H members. This may 
help keep teenagers active in 4-H. 
Don’t forget younger boys, either. The 
sooner they are exposed to the idea that 
career choice is difficult, yet tremendously 
interesting, the more they benefit. 
Parents, too, should be included in 
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career discussions—at least part of the 
time. They often hold a veto power over 
career choices 

Boys need some discussions of their 
own. This is the period during which 
they are trying to establish a degree of 
independence. And may have, for a time, 
little regard for parental opinions. They 
may be reluctant to talk freely when par- 
euts are present 

Above all else, they need to recognize 
that uncertainty over vocational choice 
is normal and to discuss the problem with 
other boys, parents, leaders, and friends. 


Invite local individuals who repre- 
@ sent different careers to talk about 
their work. 

Merchants, lawyers, doctors, salesmen, 
mechanics, and others are usually more 
than happy to help. But they may need 
an outline of what to tell the group. 

Try to establish a free discussion. Per- 
haps some questions “planted” in advance 
with members of the 4-H group can help 
get discussion rolling. 


Club trips may be added to the 
w career exploration effort. Visits to 
factories, businesses, and colleges may 
help provide both interest and answers. 

These career explorations may also in- 
terest boys who plan to farm. They'll 
find that the green grass on the other 
side of the fence has to be mowed and 
tended, too. 

This program offers an excellent op- 
portunity to emphasize the growing op- 
portunity in agribusiness (business con- 
nected directly with agriculture) where 
farm background and 4-H training are 
of most value. 

But keep in mind, the best efforts of 
4-H in career exploration do not replace 
or eliminate the need for, good vocational 
guidance in high schools.

Plan treatment 
for pig anemia 


Iron injection method offers 
good control of the disease 


| ABY PIG anemia can take a 
heavy toll. But easy, effec- 

tive controls lessen this con- 

finement farrowing problem. 

By preventing, or taking 
quick action to correct iron de- 
ficiencies, you can save more 
pigs and boost gains. 

Hog producers get only about 
two-thirds of the pigs farrowed 
each year to market. There are 
a lot of reasons for these losses, 
but anemia, alone or combined 
with infectious agents, is a ma- 
jor contributor. 

You can spot anemia by list- 
lessness, weakness, pale mem- 
branes in the mouth, lips and 
snout, and loss of appetite 

The problem exists pri- 
marily for those hogs raised 
in confinement. Pigs that 
can root in the soil seldom 
are affected 

Baby pigs need 10-15 milli- 
grams of iron daily. They’re 
born with little stored iron, and 
sow’s milk supplies practically 
none. 

Some control methods now 
available include injectable iron 
solutions, iron pills, copperas 
solution swabbed on the sow’s 
udder, clean soil, and iron spray 
solutions. 

Truman Hengesteg, Worth 
county, lowa, raises about 1,200 
hogs a year. Last winter, he 
used an iron-dextran injection 
on one group of pigs. A second 
group went untreated. 

“The difference between the 
two lots was surprising,” he 
says. “Even tho the untreated 
pigs didn’t appear sick, they 
didn’t do as well and weren’t as 
thrifty looking as the treated 
animals.” 


The injectable iron method is 
probably the most satisfactory 


solution. Tests at Iowa State 
College show a comparison of 
four different types of treat- 
ment.

It 
indicates that the injectable iron 
method gives pigs the fastest 
start 

“One of the big advantages 
of the injectable iron solution 
is the fact that you have to han- 
dle the pig just once,” says V. 
C. Speer, lowa State College 
swine nutritionist. “Oral prep- 
arations that must be given 
twice a week mean a lot of labor 
—and labor is at a premium at 
farrowing time.” 

There are various inject- 
able iron preparations on 
the market. Check the label 
carefully however, for they 
won't all produce the same 
results.

Ts 1959 IOWA legislature 





is firmly but less dominant- | 


ly Republican than it was in 


1957. Battles with deadlock or | 


compromise on major issues, 


particularly spending and tax- | 


ation, lie ahead of Democratic 
Governor Loveless and the Re- 
publican legislators. 

The Governor’s stand on the 
2 percent sales tax helped win 
| him re-election. He told the 
legislature that increased state 
tax rates and other new sources 
of revenue are not necessary.

Give ewes special 
care at lambing 


kK EEPING LAMB losses low is 
\ the key to profit in the 
sheep flock. Proper care during 
gestation and lambing helps re- 
duce the risk considerably. 

Feed requirements during 
gestation are easily met. “Good 
quality roughage will satisfy 
most of the needs of the ewe 
flock,” says Emmit Haynes, 
Iowa State College sheep spe- 
cialist. 


However, six weeks before 
lambing, one-half pound of 
shelled corn or its equiva- 
lent should be added to the 
ewes’ daily ration. 


This high energy feed helps 
prevent pregnancy disease. It 
also helps insure healthy lambs 
and a good milk supply. 

Ed Miller, Marshall county, 
Iowa, feeds his ewe flock some 
molasses in addition to hay and 
grain. 

“This extra sugar seems to 
help me cut down on lambing 
troubles — particularly pregnan- 
cy disease,” says Miller. 

“Continue to feed the ewe a 
full feed of hay and one-half 
pound of corn until she lambs,” 
advises Haynes. 

If you’ve been feeding silage, 
reduce the amount until the 
ewes eat all the grain plus two 
or three pounds of quality hay 
per day. 

Don’t neglect exercise for 
pregnant ewes. This becomes 
increasingly important as lamb- 
ing time approaches. Feeding 
hay outdoors will usually pro- 
vide adequate exercise. 

Lauren Wright, Montezuma 
county, Iowa, feeds his ewes in 
the evening. “Then they have 
a tendency to rustle in the field 
more during the day,” 
“I want them to get plenty of 
exercise.” 


he says. 


Haynes recommends feed- 
ing the ewe a “hand-full” of 
both grain and good quality 
hay for the first two or 
three feedings after lamb- 
ing. Providing fresh warm 
water is important, too. 


The ewes can be back on full 


feed in about 10 days. For the 
nursing ewe, one pound of corn 
plus unlimited hay makes a 
good ration. 

One management item which 
shouldn’t be overlooked is “tag- 
ging and facing” of the ewes 
Clipping the udder and rear 
legs helps the lamb start nurs- 
ing more quickly. And shearing 
the ewe’s head lets her find 
her lambs easier. 

Individual lambing pens will 
help save more lambs. Be sure 
the pens are dry, well bedded, 
and free from drafts. 

If space permits, it’s wise to 
leave the ewes penned with 
their lambs for 3 or 4 days. 
Then, when the lamb is turned 
out with the flock, he'll be bet- 
ter able to care for himself. 


“Be on hand when the 
lambs arrive,” cautions 
Haynes. “Occasionally a 
ewe will need some assist- 
ance.” 

Lambs dropped in cold weath- 
er may become chilled. An easy 
and effective way to revive a 
chilled lamb is to rub it briskly 
with a cloth. Then wrap the 
lamb up, head and all, in gunny 
sacks. 

Drying and warming lambs 
with heat bulbs is a good prac- 
tice. One satisfactory method 
is to suspend a heat lamp inside 
a clean barrel. 

Sheep numbers are steadily 
increasing in Iowa. Profits have 
been pretty steady for some 
time. “You can improve these 
profits some more by giving 
some extra attention during ges- 
tation and lambing.

Controlling bull nose 
and atrophic rhinitis 
Atrophic rhinitis and “bull 
nose” are two separate diseases. 
“Bull nose” is usually caused 
by filth organisms. It causes a 
swelling of the facial bones and 


| often open wounds. 


Rhinitis affects the “air fil- 
ters” in the nostrils. This causes 
the nose to twist. Rhinitis is 
spread from infected hogs. Un- 
less the entire hog population 
on a farm is wiped out before 


replacements are brought in, 
the disease will continue to 
spread. 


With adequate rations, good 
management, and absence of 
other diseases, rhinitis seldom 
has much slowing effect on the 
growth rate of pigs. However, 
if the pigs are on unbalanced 


| rations or under disease stress, 


the effects of both rhinitis and 
“bull nose” may be much more 
noticeable. 


Why does a cow 
chew on boards? 





There are two fairly common | 


factors that will cause a cow to 
chew on boards. 

First, and most serious, is a 
deficiency of phosphorus in the 
ration. Adding 2 percent of 
steamed bone meal to the grain 
mixture can correct this situa- 
tion. Or the steamed bone meal 
can be kept in a separate com- 
partment for self-feeding 

In some herds, only one 
two cows may show a phosphor- 
us deficiency in this manner. 
The second factor causing 
cows to chew on boards is habit 
Once started by deficiency, 
chewing boards may become 
pure habit and last after the 
deficiency has been corrected 

The habit can be broken 
confining the animals in a pen 
where they do not have access 
to boards and keeping good hay 
in front of them for at least

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LIVESTOCK SLAUGHTER and meat production will be 
larger in 1959 than in 1958. A substantial increase in hog 
numbers will account for most of the increase. At this point, 
17 percent more fall pigs and 13 percent more spring pigs 
are expected. A big slaughter of fed cattle, at heavy weights, 
is in sight for the early part of the year. For the year as a 
whole, cattle slaughter is likely to be only a little above last 
year’s levels.

IF YOU HAVE FED CATTLE that are ready for market, 
move them out soon. It may even pay to stop short of de- 
sired finish since the cost of these last few pounds comes 
pretty high. Generally, you'll want to feed for low cost gains 
and do some close figuring before you decide to feed for 
top finish 


THE OUTLOOK: An early winter price high followed 
by a seasonal spring decline. Summer prices are likely 
to recover since there were fewer intermediate weight 
animals put on feed last fall. As lightweights now in 
the feedlot go to market, fall prices will weaken. Fall 
price levels will probably be much like those of this 
past fall.

COW PRICES HAVE BEEN HIGH compared with fat 
cattle prices. Big supplies of low-priced feed and increased 
demand for breeding stock are the main factors. The same 
forces tend to keep the price of feeder animals up, too. Both 
forces are likely to continue this year. When will this change? 
Exact timing is uncertain. But the cause will probably be 
(1) a short feed supply or (2) marketings heavy enough to 
break the prices of fat cattle. 


DON’T LET the relatively high price of calves and 
feeders lead you into overestimating the long term 
profits from a beef cow herd kept on cornbelt farms. On 
high-priced land, a and calf herd seldom shows 
much net return—usually far less than most other live- 
stock enterprises.

KEEP HOGS TOPPED OUT as fast as they reach market 
weight. Feeding to heavier weights can be costly when the 
market price trend is downward. This downward trend is 
almost certain because of the 17 percent increase in fall 
pigs that will soon be reaching market weights. 


MARKETING AT LIGHTER WEIGHTS may pay in 
another way, too. One economist came up with these 
figures: For each 10-pound reduction in average market 
weight on all hogs sold, market price to farmers will 
average about $1 higher. 

* * * 

STATE ASC OFFICIALS have announced a reseal pro- 
gram for farm-stored soybeans now under price support. 
This is the first time that soybeans have been included in 
the reseal program. Only beans now stored on farms and 
meeting the same quality requirements for sealing can be 
resealed. 


ABOUT 15 MILLION BUSHELS of soybeans in Iowa 
would be eligible for reseal, ASC officials estimate. This in- 
cludes beans under either loan or purchase agreement. If 
you want to reseal, contact your local ASC office 3 or 4 weeks 
ahead of the loan maturity date—that’s May 31 for soybeans.
